RIVALS OR ENEMIES ? 

According to the “Evening Standard an? 
St. James’s Gazette,” the meeting of the Kin, 
and the Kaiser offers a good opportunity f.; 
Great Britain and Germany to take stock .; 
their mutual relations. For years past. ther, 
has been a certain perceptible friction bet wi, 
the two countries. This, be it observed, ha. 
nothing to do with their Governments. T},. 
Foreign Offices of the Wilhelmstrasse - an 
Downing-street have had no quarrel, no differ. 
ences even; of any importance. A year ago, 
when there were suggestions for a general 
settlement between England and Germany 
on the lines of the Anglo-French Convention. 
it was pointed out that there was really no. 
thing to settle. There were no outstanding 
questions at issue, like those, for instance, of 
Egypt and Siam and the Newfoundland fishe- 
ries. It was not a case for negotiations, .or 
treaties, or diplomacy ‘at all. The Governments 
had no formal cognisance that there was any 
breach or any circumstance likely to lead 
to one. 

The estrangement, so far as it has existed, 
has been one of popular sentiment, sedulously 
fomented by mistaken patriotism on both 
sides. Germans and Englishmen, good friends 
for centuries, and often close allies, gradually 
discovered, towards the end of the Bismarckian 
period, that they were not very. fond of one 
another. As Germany grew stronger, and 
more ambitious and aggressive, the feeling 
intensified. The Franco-German war had natu. 
rally put the Teutonic peoples a little above 
themselves. Their self-satisfaction increased 
when they began to add the triumphs of peace 
to those of war. On the Continent of Europe 
they were the cocks of the walk. Francé 
had been dethroned from her ancient pride 
of place; Russia was chaotic, and _ semi- 
barbarous ; Austria, Italy, Spain were in the 
second rank. But Germany discovered that she 
produced other things besides soldiers and 
professors. She could build great steamers, ma- 
nufacture machinery, run cotton-mills and 
engine-sheds, and create an enormous export 
trade.- Her ambitions turned to the wider world 
outside Europe, and, like the first Napoleon, 
she began to think of “Ships, Colonies, and 
Commerce,” the mainstays of an Empire But 
here, wherever she looked, she saw _ herself 
brought up against the achievements of Bri- 
tain, The ships, the colonies, the oversea trade, 
the great markets—they were ours already, 
Germany set herself diligently to wrest a share 
of these from us, We bent ourselves, somewhat 
slowly and contemptuously at first, to keeping 
what we had got. The situation led naturally 
to a certain bitterness. The Germans were 
irritated, because we had already obtained most 
of the things they wanted. We were annoyed 
because they were trying to take from us what 
we had come to regard almost as a monopoly. 
It was disagreeable to find ourselves faced 
everywhere by a new pushing concern, organis- 
ed on the latest methods; and on the other 
hand, it was mortifying for the new traders to 
realise that, with all their energy and enter. 
prise, they were badly handicapped in the 
race with a competitor who had gained a 
century’s start.. 

The commercial rivalry is a fact, with which 
we must make our account. It will not 
disappear or even diminish. Germany and 
England for a good many decades to come will 
be competitors in many lines of trade. But it 
does not follow that they need be enemies, if 
only because they are excellent customers for 
one another. So far as one can see there is no 
reason whatever why the warfare should not 
be waged by the merchants, the manufac- 
turers, the shipowners, and shippers, without 
in the least involving the"soldiers, the sailors, 
and the statesmen. It is true Germany has 
certain vague territorial ambitions, which may 
eventually bring her into conflict with us. 
But really that might be said of most other 
great countries—of France, Japan, Russia, the 
United States—and, indeed, we have said it 
of nearly all in turn. It is barely ten years 
since it was almost a religion with patriotic 
Frenchmen and Englishmen to believe that a 
great war between the two countries was 
“inevitable.” It is not much longer since we 
felt convinced that we should some time or 
other have to fight the United States for the 
possession of Canada ; and two generations of 
Britons have been brought up in the firm faith 
that between Russia and England no firm oF 
lasting peace was possible. Now, we are aff: 
tionate towards America, cordial towards Fr 
ce, and even disposed towards a reasonable 
friendship with Russia. These nations are still 
our rivalspindustrially and politically; their aims 
are not, and never will be, completely attained 
without some interference with our 
Yet we have discovered that we need not 
hate them, and that they are far from hating 
us. And we may hope that we are on the 
eve of the same revelation with regard to 
Germany. Nations seem to be realising, a5 
individuals and associations have done, that 
rivalry and enmity need not be necessarily 
conjoined. A trader may strive fiercely to 
undercut or outdo another man in business. 
But he does not go about uttering threats of 
personal violence, and may even be .quite 

civil and friendly in his bearing towards his 
opponent when they meet in private life.

‘I'he Berlin Press have repudiated the arti- 
cles published in tha “Dentache Revue” and 
say that they are ill-advised and in no way 
cfiivial. The journal has no connection with 
the Government and does not even voice the 
opinions of an appreciable percentage of Ger- 
mans. '[he Government at Berlin regards the 
question of Egypt as being perfectly settled, 
and the authorities are quite prepared to abide 
by the status quo.

As the culmination of a long series of 
attacks upon British policy in Egypt in the 
German Press, the last number of the “Deutsche 
Revue,” which is reputed to speak with 
authority in matters of foreiga policy, discussed 
the Egyptian “question” from the German 
point of view. The gist of the article is the 
proposal that Egypt should be treated as an 
object of common interest to England and 
Germany and that its fatare should be decided 
between thetwo Powers on the basis of com- 
pensating values. ‘I'he course of reasoning by 
which this position is reached has been rendered 
familiar by the campaizn which preceded the 
outbreak of the M rocco qnestion last year. 

The artisle premises the existence of an 
Anglo French “coalition” against Germany, 
with which she will have to reckon. The 
Anglo French Coavention of 1904 is described 
as the logical seqriel to Disraeli’s conqueéte 
hypothécaire of the Saez Canal and as evidence 
of British determination to absorb Egypt 
before Gormany has firmly established herself 
in Asia Minor. Of this iutention Lord Cromer’s 
proposals fur ameliorating the jadicial system 
and for facilitating the work of administration 
are regarded as affording the necessary proof. 
Lord Cromer’s proposals are represented as a 
direct attack upon the Capitulations and as 
the first step towards the abolition of the 
exterritoriality of foreigners. With the abo ition 
of these regulations the security of foreigners 
would be at au end, since the reconstituted 
Courts would be subject to British influence. 
The suggestion that a local board of control, 
iuternational in its composition, shoald be 
substitated for diplomatic representation is 
treated with suspicion, notwithstanding Lord 
Cromer’s very categorical assurances, upon the 
ground that the British community would be 
invested wi@h a preponderating vote, apon the 
strength of superior interests. Lord Cromer’s

consid:red not altogether wrong.” After this 
the authors and advocates of the recent series 
of demonstrations of Anglo-German frievudship 
will hardly be surprised to hear that the 
agitation in favour ‘of the linrftation of arma- 
ments is regarded merely as another link ino 
the same chaip.

German Colonies. 


History seems anxious to justify Bismarck’s 


ecolness towards colonial expansion. German 
colonies in Africa have, so far, proved disheart- 
ening failures as commercial markets. In the 
last twelve years the Empire has spent 
£26,000,000 in acquiring, conqnering, and 
administrating— a sum which is being rapidly 
swollen by the drain of the eternal war in 
Soath-west Africa. The total trade, however, of 
Germany with these possessions during the 
same period has been £15,000,000, and that 
chiefly in supplies for troops and officials, As a 
disillasioned member of the Reichstag remark- 
ed, the exports from German Africa jast 
amoant to the interest on the money it has 
cost. Official optimists saw in these colonies a 
means for retaining German citizens ander the 
German flag. After twenty-two years they have 
managed to attract 5,800 Germans, of whom 
only 400 are colonists in the English sense,
